Board of Arbitration Will 
Settle Controversy. 


Injunction Against Picketing 
Issued at Omaha. 
Mine Owners Expose that 
Appeal to Red Cross.

CHICAGO, July 20.—The strike of 
packing-house employés, begun nine 
days ago, and which has demoralized 
the packing industry throughout the 
country, was tled here tonight at 
a conference between representatives 
of the packers, the officials of the’ 
meat cutters’ union eand representa- 
tives of all the allied trades employed 
at the stock yards. The whole con- 
troversy will be submitted to a board 
of arbitration, both sides agreeing to 
abide by whatever decision this board 
may reach. 

Pending the decision of the arbitra- 
tion, the men will be taken back to 
work as rapidly as possible by the, 
packers, and it is agreed by the pack- 
ers that all the old employés are to be 
reinstated within forty-five days from 
the date work is resumed. If any of 
the former employés are sti unem- 
ployed at the expiration of that time, 
such persons are to have the privilege 
of submitting their cases to the arbi- 
tration board for settlement. 

The strikers will return to work as 
soon as they can be notified of the 
peaceable adjustment of the trouble, 
and it is expected that by Friday 
morning everything will be in normal 
shape at all the plants in the different 
cities where the employés were on 
strike.

MINERS’ APPEAL EXPOSED. 
RED CROSS SAVED TROUBLE. 
{BY THE ASSOCIA PRESS—P.M.) 

VICTOR (Colo* July 2.—The Mine 
Owners’ Association, through its pub- 
lictty bureau, today issued a statement 
which is intended as an anewer to the 
appeal of the Western Federation of 
Miners to the Red Cross Society, ask- 
ing that it take charge of the distribu- 
tion of supplies for families of deported 
miners who are still in the district. 

After charging that the appeal mis- 
represented the facta, “to invoke the 
sympathy of outside unions and bring 
contributions for the strike that ended 
ten months ago, and has since been ‘con- 
tinued only as a secret rebellion against 
the State,” the statement says: 

“There is no destitution or suffering 
here. Families of the deported men 
are being cared for by the military and 
civil authorities when in need. The 
military claim sole right to distribute 
supplies under the forty-fifth article of 
war. Since the strike the federation is 
charged with murdering seventeen and 
crippling .many men for life. Many of 
these were married. A benefit sum is 
being raised for the crippled and fam- 
ilies of the murdered men. In a week 
$7000 has been raised, and it is ex- 
pected that this sum will soon be in-
